Lent has been a time of re-establishment in the way of godliness. First, 
by doing penance for past sin. Second, by using the grace of absolution for the 
amendment of life. Now you should be approaching Easter in sincerity and 
in truth, making yourself as worthy as you can by God's help for a devout Com- 
munion on the Queen of Feasts. 


God wants a clean heart and a pure intention from each one. Then He 
wants a worthy offering—evidence of your Lenten self-denial—a tithe of your 
income—an extra gift of love. The clean heart, the pure intention, the fairness 
of the offering, these are known only to God, since they are given to Him alone. 
Give of yourself as deeply and as richly as you can, remembering that we love 
Him because He first loved us, and that while we were yet in our sins, Christ died 
for us. 


Try to carry on after Easter with the same earnestness and enthusiasm 
which have characterized your Lent. As you have prepared for Easter over a 
period of forty days, so use the Great Forty Days until the Ascension and Pente- 
cost for perceiving within yourself the fruit of the Lord's redemption and identify- 
ing yourself more completely with the Risen and Glorified Christ.
